BROWN BUD won ten races from 3-4 mi. to 1 1-4 mi... including the Miller, Travers Mid-Summer 
Derby and Maryland Handicaps. He also won Jockey Club Gold Cup, 2 miles, defeating Chance Play, but 
was disqualified. His winnings amounted to $63,800. BROWN BUD is own brother to Lane Allen (10 wins) 
and half-brother to Primrose (11 wins, including Jerome, Pimlico Autumn Handcaps). *Brown Prince 
II was a sterling racehorse in England and an excellent sire in America, among others of his get being 
Handy Mandy, Brown Flash, Helen's Babe, Old Slip. Martha Washington, Brown Wisdom, Brown Wizard, 
ete. June Rose’s sire, Myram, is a full brother to Jardy, by Flying Fox out of Airs and Graces, winner 
of the Oaks. June Rose’s dam *Pietra is among the best mares brought to America. She also is grandam of 
Toro and Easter Stockings. Prunus, leading sire in Germany in 1926, 1927, 1928 and 1929, is by Dark Ronald, 
grandsire of Brown Bud, and is out of half-sister to *Pietra. Prunus sired Weisdorn, Mah Jong and 
Waltzertroun, best 2-year-olds of their years in Germany, and Oleander, called by the British Bloodstock 
Review, “The best horse ever bred in Germany.”

A NEW BLOOD-HORSE FEATURE. 


BLOoD-HORSE will inaugurate at an early 
date a feature which should not only prove 
popular with its present readers, but should add 
many new readers to its list. The feature will 
be the rating, on weight basis, of horses in train- 
ing. These ratings will be assigned by Charles 
E. Mickelwait, whose experience with horses is 
long and varied. He has been owner, trainer, 
handicapper, racing official, promoter and news- 
paper handicapper. In the latter capacity he was 
on the staff of Daily Racing Form and later of 
The Morning Telegraph (New York). He has 
kept up his assignment of ratings for several 
years, and THE BLOOD-HORSE has knowledge of 
their accuracy and full confidence in his ability. 
Horsemen and others will find them an in- 
stantaneous and dependable index to the class 
of any horse in training. 


REGISTRATION. 


ERE is another reason why the Turf’s gov- 

ernors should, by rule, make it compulsory 
that registration certificates in all instances pass 
with the horses. The United State Government 
annually purchases around 80 stallions. These 
horses are sent out for service in various states 
of the Union. Nearly every state requires a cer- 
tificate of registration to accompany a stallion 
announced to stand for service. Officers of the 
Remount Service have experienced much diffi- 
culty in getting certificates for the horses thus 
far purchased, and their troubles are traceable 
directly to the fact that the racing authorities 
do not require the certificates to be at the track 
with the horses, and do not require that when a 
horse is claimed the certificate accompany him 
to the claimant. If certificates should be re- 
quired to be deposited with the racing secreta- 
ries at time of first entry in a claiming race at 
each meeting all this difficulty would be done 
away with for the benefit of all concerned, and 
the owner of the horse most of all, for it has 
come to pass that a better price is to be had for 
an animal when the certificate can be handed 
over with the horse. 


CURTAILMENT. 
EVERAL of the deeper thinkers among the 
breeders of Thoroughbred horses have sug- 
gested that THE BLOoD-HoRSE undertake to as- 
certain as quickly and as definitely as possible 
the views of those in the industry on the sub- 
ject of steps for curtailment of production and 
for the creation of a fund to be used for the elim- 
ination of undesirable animals. 
Accordingly we have sent out to a large num- 
ber of breeders post cards bearing the above 
information and requesting answers to the fol- 


‘lowing questions: 


Do you favor curtailment of production by 
breeding only one-half the number of your mares 
during the season of 1931? 

Do you favor curtailment of production by 
closing the breeding season at an earlier date, 
say May 15, 1931? 

Do you favor a meeting: of breeders to create 
a fund and appoint men to administer it for the 
elimination of undesirable Thoroughbreds from 
breeding and racing? 


If you are a breeder, and you have not re- 
ceived one of the cards, will you kindly answer 
the foregoing questions and mail promptly to 
THE BLOOD-HORSE ? 


This really is an important matter and should 
have the immediate attention of all interested in 
the production of Thoroughbred horses, whether 
for personal use or for the market. Please send 
your answer before the passing of another day. 


SALE DATES. 
N a letter received New Year’s Day from E. J. 
Tranter, THE BLOOD-HORSE is requested to an- 
nounce that “the annual spring sale at the Lex- 
ington Sales Paddock will be held May 13, 14 
and 15.” These dates represent the Wednesday. 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Thursday and Friday immediately before the 
Kentucky Derby, which is to be decided at 
Churchill Downs Saturday, May 16. The sale 
last spring was completed in one day, May 15. 
The sale this year will be, as was the sale last 
May, for Thoroughbred horses in training, brood- 
mares, foals, yearlings and, of course, stallions, 
if any should be offered at that time of the year, 
as occasionally happens, as, for instance, in the 
dispersal of the Nursery Stud, which was in May, 
1925, occasioned by the death of Major August 
Belmont in December, 1924. Mr. Tranter fur- 
ther says that bookings for this sale may be 
made as early as desired by the consignor, but 
that he will later fix a date upon which accept- 
ance of consignments will cease, in order that 
there shall be ample time for proper distribution 
of the catalogue to prospective purchasers in va- 
rious parts of the country. 


WOULD BE NEWS. 

E would suggest that Harry Pollock send 

Percy Swaffer, Everybody’s Weekly (Fleet 
Street, London), some literature about the Agua 
Caliente Handicap, for Percy evidently never has 
heard of the $100,000 added value of that event. 
Percy Swaffer recently wrote: “The Grand Prix 
de Paris is, or was, the richest stake in the 
world. Anyway, its value this year was 800,000 
francs.”’ The franc now is equivalent to 4 cents. 
That would make the value of the race $32,000. 
Also, Mr. Swaffer should be informed about the 
value of the Futurity, the Classic, the Kentucky 
Derby, the Preakness, all of which top the Grand 
Prix de Paris in value. And, then, there are 
some stakes in his own country of greater value 
than the French race he has depicted as supreme 
in that respect. 


MAKING RIDERS. 
N giving testimony in a case in England, where- 
in parties had been accused by him of having 
made his stable boys drunk to find out about the 
works of his horses, Henry Seymour Persse, 
noted trainer, stated, in response to inquiry as to 
whether he had taken any disciplinary action 
against the boys, that he had “caned them as 
boys at school are caned occasionally.” When 
asked if a boy had “run away because of the 
flogging he received,” the trainer replied: “Very 
likely, but he came back.” He said further that 
the boys are now locked in at nights, with doors 
and windows barred. He also has a roll-call. He 
stated further that he has been training horses 
for 30 years and “has found corporal punish- 
ment necessary in dealing with apprentices.”’ He 
stated, too, that after the doors had been locked 
some of his boys had got out by taking the 
hinges off the doors. 
That savors of the days of Father Bill Daly in 
this country, and there is no denying that Father 


Bill Daly gave us good riders. What a pity it is 
that the bale stick (Father Bill's substitute for 
Mr. Persse’s cane) is not employed on more than 
a few of the present day upstarts, commonly des- 
ignated “punks,’’ who run as they please, wild, 
unrestrained, join in the fixing of races, pull 
horses, and get away with it because of the feel- 
ing of the public generally is that the little devil 
is “a mere child.” The old adage “spare the rod 
and spoil the child,’’ was never more true than on 
the American Turf of today. 


NAMING. 


HE impression appears to have become prev- 
alent that March 1 is the last day on which 

a 2-year-old may be named gratis. That is wrong. 
The last day is February 28. But why wait until 


the last day to do anything—except die? °The 
Jockey Club’s rule reads: 
66. A name for each horse may be 


claimed gratis through the Registry Office 
before March 1st of his (or her) 2-year-old 
year. On or after this date a horse may be 
named upon payment of a fee of $50.00 and 
then only if the name is claimed and allowed 
at least two days before the date of his first 
start. 

Why delay further? Claim a name now. If 


you have claimed it, and it should not be allowed, 
you will be required, of course, to send in an- 
other, and perhaps another, until a name is ob- 
tained, but even if it is not granted until after 
March 1 you have avoided the penalty of $50. 
A good way is to send in three or more names, 
writing them in the order desired. If your first 
or second or third choice is not allowable, per- 
haps your next choice will be allowed. 


DOPING. 

N England, in France and now in Australia 

movements are on foot for the prevention of 
the drugging of horses for stimulation, or the 
contrary effect, as the case may be. In America, 
however, the practice continues, on major as well 
as minor tracks, without so much as the raising 
of an, official finger. If the stewards are in 
doubt about the doped horses in this country, let 
them ask the starters to point them out. They 
know them for a certainty in many cases, but 
they have a way of finding out very definitely. 
The starter has but to put a suspected horse on 
the schooling list. It is very unlikely that a 
trainer will “hop’”’ a horse when sending him to 
be schooled, since, if he did, he would probably 
never get him off the list.

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HELP TEXAS. 


N Tuesday of next week (January 13) the 

Texas Legislature will convene at Austin. 
Among the bills to be offered will be a measure 
for stabilizing the horse breeding industry in 
the Lone Star State by legaliz'ng the certificate 
form of pooling at race meetings. The measure 
will provide for the appointment of a State Rac- 
ing Commission of five members; will limit the 
number of licensed courses in the state to six 
and the number of racing days at each course to 
30 annually. Information of a reliable character 
is to the effect that a canvas of the members- 
elect indicates a majority in both houses to be 
in favor of the bill, but politicians have a way 
of changing their minds more frequently than 
they change their linen, so, if you happen to 
know any influential folk in Texas, ask them to 
get behind the racing bill and keep their senators 
and representatives in line for it. 


CLEAN RACING. 

T the 164th Gimcrack Dinner in London last 

month, Stephen McKenna said, among other 
things in proposing the toast of “The Jockey 
Club”: “If it would not be impertinent, I should 
like to add that we have to thank them (The 
Jockey Club) for the unchallenged fact that the 
racing in England is cleaner than anywhere else 
in the world.”’ Do you not join with THE BLoop- 
HORSE in wishing that this declaration could be 
challenged on behalf of America? And won't 
you resolve to do your part in so cleansing the 
Turf in America that in future we in this coun- 
try will not be compelied to stand mute when 
next the claim is made in behalf of England? 


LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


UNNING WATER was one of the best stretch- 

running mares of the American Turf. She 
rarely attempted to make the pace, and when 
she did was usually beaten, but when she came 
up from behind in the last furlongs, there were 
few horses of her generation that could stay in 
front of her. 

Bearing the colors of Woodford Clay, son of 
Col. Ezekiel F. Clay, founder of Runnymede Stud, 
Running Water made her first start at Lexing- 
ton May 5, 1905, in the Senorita Stakes. The 
track was muddy and Running Water appeared 
unable to run freely, but she afterwards showed 
herself to be a superior mudder. In May she 
was shipped East and on June 2 at Gravesend, 
won a five furlongs race. The chartmaker’s 
comment was: “Running Water, a grand looker 
and probably a crackerjack, ran around the others 
at the turn with amazing speed and got up to 
win going away after a sensational stretch run.” 

At Sheepshead Bay, with Lucien Lyne up at 
110 pounds, she won the Rosebud Stakes, five

furlongs. At Brighton Beach, carrying 119 
pounds to 105 on other starters, she easily cap- 
tured the Distaff Stakes, five furlongs. In the 
Great Filly Stakes, six furlongs, at Sheepshead 
Bay, with 116 pounds up, she started badly, 
trailed far in the rear of the field and seemed 
hopelessly beaten, but in the stretch she came 
with a sensational rush and caught Sue Smith 
(121) to win in the last stride. She also ran 
several losing races as a 2-year-old, experiencing 
ill luck in most of them. Edna Jackson beat 
her in the Spinaway Stakes. Running Water was 
best, but suffered interference. She was un- 
placed in Ormondale’s Futurity, without apparent 
excuse. She carried top weight, got off badly, 
and finished fourth in the filly division of the 
Matron Stakes at Belmont Park. 

After a couple of races which served to tighten 
her up, she scored her first win as a 3-year-old 
by defeating the top-class mare Tradition in a 
1 1-16 miles race on the turf. She then finished 
second to Kuroki in the 1 1-8 miles Spindrift 
Handicap. This was the last race she ran under 
the colors of Wood Clay. Running for the first 
time in the ownership of the Newcastle Stable, 
she took up 116 pounds and won the Alabama 
Stakes at Saratoga, beating Brookdale Nymph 
(124), Comedienne (121) and Belgravia (121). 
Walter Miller failed to get the best out of her 
and she finished second to Nealon in the 1 3-8 
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miles September Stakes at Sheepshead Bay. At 
Gravesend she was beaten a nose by Cottontown 
in the First Special, 11, miles, but five days later, 
on September 22, won the Second Special on a 
muddy track. Still at Gravesend, September 27, 
she won the Albermarle Handicap, 1 1-16 miles, 
with 124 pounds up, on a muddy track. Two 
days later, with 120 pounds, she was second to 
Oxford (105) in the 11, miles Oriental Handicap, 
in which she was crowded back at the start and 
restrained so far back of the field in the early 
running that her stretch bid fell short. At Bel- 
mont she was third to Ironsides and Good Luck 
in the Jerome Handicap. At the same track 
October 18, with top weight of 121 pounds, she 
won the Ramapo Handicap, 1 1-8 miles in 1:51 
4-5, easily beating Hot Toddy (119), Nealon 
(117) and others. It was only two days later 
that, under 108 pounds, she defeated Nealon 
(111) and The Cricket (121) in the 21, miles 
Belmont Park Weight-for-Age Race. With Wal- 
ter Miller riding she beat Nealon by a head after 
a straining head-and-head struggle through the 
final furlongs. She ended the vear by taking up 
120 pounds and finishing second to Philander 
(90) in the Election Day Handicap, 1 1-8 miles, 
at Aqueduct. 

At four, in 1907, Running Water began by fin- 
ishing third to Flip Flap and Philander in the 
Westminster Handicap, 11, miles, at Gravesend 
in June, but failed to reach her form until the 
Saratoga meeting. She appeared to be best, but 
finshed second to her stablemate, McCarter, in 
the Saratoga Handicap, 1!,; miles, and, after be- 
ing unplaced in the Delaware Handicap, took up 
119 pounds and won the Merchants’ and Citizens’ 
Handicap, 1 3-16 miles in 1:58 2-5, a new track 
record, beating Dandelion (118), Cairngorm (113) 
and others. Four days later, August 24, on a 
heavy track, she took up 121 pounds and easily 
beat Nealon (126) and two others in the Sara- 
toga Cup, 13, miles. She was then*sold by the 
Newcastle Stable and afterwards ran in the 
colors of H. B. Duryea. 

Her next race was at Gravesend, a 11, miles 
test in which she carried 126 pounds and lost by 
a head to Dandelion (119) because Walter Miller 
was caught napping after having taken a long 
lead in the stretch. Dandelion’s time, 2:04 2-5, 
set a track record. After running unplaced in 
the First and Second Specials, at Gravesend, she 
went to Brighton Beach and, with 121 pounds 
aboard, lost the 21, miles Brighton Cup to Sal- 
videre (108) by a nose. Ballot (111) and Elec- 
tioneer (111) were behind her. That was the 
last of the mare’s great races. She was un- 
placed in the Belmont Park Weight-for-Age 
Race, and when she came out in 1908 she had 
not the same class that had marked her earlier 
years. She won only one race at five. She was 
retired from racing after she had sulked in the 
Saratoga Handicap, July 30. Her tabulated rac- 
ing record:

Running Water was half-sister to Addie M., 
which won the Alabama Stakes, Hindoo Handi- 
cap, etc., and to Christmas Star, dam of Mars, 
Escoba and Noel. She was own sister to Yankee 
Girl, winner of the Mermaid Stakes, Ladies 
Stakes, City Park Derby, etc., and an excellent 
producer. Running Water was sent to France in 


1908 along with other horses owned by Mr. Dur- 


yea, and spent the remainder of her days in the

ODDS AND ENDS

HE stove in the corner of one of the rooms in 

the Shady Brook barn at Churchill Downs 
waxed exceedingly hot the other a. m. and James 
H. Moody, trainer of the Mueller horses and 
president of the Hot Stove Racing Association, 
roused out of his doze to observe that it is just 
about this time of the year that the condition 
book covering all the races to be programmed 
on the English courses during the ensuing season 
are distributed among the horsemen. Nomina- 
tions will soon be forwarded to the various or- 
ganizations and subsequently there will come an- 
other of these bulky volumes and it will contain 
the names of all the horses eligible to the numer- 
ous events to be decided between this and the 
close of 1931 racing on British tracks. How dif- 
ferent from the manner of condition book release 
in America. 


HERE are a lot of changes the public would 

appreciate in the manner in which racing is 
conducted in Kentucky and one which the writer 
would be very grateful for is paddocks such as 
are at Saratoga and Belmont so that when some 
good horses do come down to “Bootland”’ to race 
lhe could get a good look at them. It is no great 
fun to elbow one’s way to the paddock to have a 
look at a horse, only to find, when (after much 
crowding and jostling and any number of dirty 
looks) one finally has reached the outside railing 
and the enclosure, that the horse is kept within 
his stall, a pony standing crosswise before the 
horse and six or eight persons crowded around 
him so closely that there isn’t a chance of seeing 
him. 

HALLENGER II is coming in for plenty of 

comment in connection with the $100,000 
added Agua Caliente Handicap just now. Read 
somewhere the other day that the former heavy- 
weight boxing champion, Jack Dempsey, is high 
on the Branncastle Stable’s importation, appar- 
ently being obsessed with the notion that it is 
going to prove a mere romp for the son of 
Swynford. He may be right, but I'd rather pe- 
ruse a chart of several performances of his on 
this side of the‘pond before making any guesses 
as to what will be the outcome of his race for 
the feature at the Hot Water plant. The race 
being several weeks in the offing, it is at least 
five to one you can't name a starter. 
* 
HE Southland Stable of Charles Bacharach, 
New Orleans, La., sportsman, registered its 
first stakes victory in a long time when Playtime, 
4-year-old bay son of My Play—Nell Wilder, by 
Broomstick, took the major portion of the $5,000 
added New Year's Handicap, at the Fair Grounds, 
January 1. Fair sort of horse when right good, 
Playtime, and he got in the race with 101 pounds, 
which included Jockey R. Finnerty, on his back. 
Galahad, perhaps the best of the winter perform- 
ers at the Crescent City tracks this season, has 
been weighted out of it the last couple of trips 
postward. 

Trainer Johnny Daniels has worked hard and 
industriously since taking over the Bacharach 
racers last summer and he is beginning to profit 
through the sterling efforts of everything he 
sends to the post these days for sticking to his 
task so religiously. Owner Bacharach has not 
spared any of his portion of the coin of the 
realm in the several years he has been connected 


with the sport and is entitled to hear Dame For- 
tune laugh right out in class, to say nothing of 
being favored with her smiles.

N December 22, last, Freddy Hopkins cele- 
brated his thirtieth birthday. Hopkins is the 
youngest trainer in the East with a post of any 
importance and a berth as mentor of an Eastern 
division of the powerful Whitney stable can safe- 
ly be said to fully merit the description. Also be 
it known it was largely due to the sums amassed 
by the Hopkins-trained racers that the establish- 
ment wound up the 1930 campaign at the head 
of the list, this for the eighth time since 1902, 
ninth counting the year (1915) that the Whitney 
racers carried the colors of L. S. Thompson. 


At the tender age of 12, young Hopkins, a na- 
tive of Vermont, entered the employ of Ab Clop- 
ton, who at the time had charge of a division of 
the Whitney stable; at 14 he had his first 
mount, Tarts, a winner, the race being the Rock- 
away Selling Stakes at Aqueduct. For five years 
he rode with fair success, increasing weight forc- 
ing him to hang up his tack in 1919. In 1921 he 
was entrusted with the training of a small band 
of the Whitney racers. He took his charges to 
New Orleans and there did so well with them that 
he was given several more. During the nine 
years that he has been handling a band of the 
“chain-gang” or castoffs of the main division of 
the Whitney stable Hopkins has developed from 
among these supposedly inferior Thoroughbreds 
such as Whiskery, Noah, Swinalong, Swinging, 
Maud Muller, Elf, Transmute, Backbone, Rapture, 
Pandera, Flimsy and, more recently, Equipoise. 
Pretty fair work for a e-em eh?

OTING in the last issue o THE BLOOD-HORSE 

that The Estes had just visited Squire Wig- 
gins’ Military Stock Farm and there had seen 
several of the get of the young sire Boot to Boot 
caused the writer to think of Dick Watts, trainer 
of the Denemark racers. Trainer Watts was 
quite smitten with the Bradley colt as a racer 
and he predicts great things for him in the stud. 
Also, unless my memory is slipping, Trainer 
Watts has a couple of the get of the son of 
*North Star III. 


Boot to Boot was one of those enduring ani- 
mals classified as iron horses. A half-brother to 
Black Servant, sire of Blue Larkspur, Baba Ken- 
ny and other notables, he leaves little to be de- 
sired in the way of pedigree. As a juvenile, 
Boot to Boot wasn't, in street parlance, ‘‘so hot.” 
He failed to excite the suspicion in anyone's head 
that he would ever amount to a whole lot. But 
when he had turned three Boot to Boot began 
to do things in the way of improvement that made 
everybody sit up and take especial notice of him. 
Derbies were his specialty and he won those with 
the prefix American and Ohio State and finished 
second for the Latonia Derby and third in the 
Cincinnati and Fairmount Derbies. He was also 
second in the Latonia Championship to the unru- 
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ly Display, a colt he defeated in the American 
Derby of the well known rubber check. 

He raced three seasons prior to his temporary 
retirement to the stud, making 32 starts, win- 
ning 10 races, finishing second nine times and 
third four. His total earnings were $119,054. 
He was again placed in training last year and 
since then has won, but from cheap company and 
in events of minor importance. The old trench- 
erman is now at the Fair Grounds oval of his 
owner, Col. E. R. Bradley, where he first evinced 
his true worth as a performer. If he could be 
brought back one-half the racer he once was, 
the sort of animals racing at that course this 
winter would think Man o’ War had returned to 
the races. 


My hunch is that Squire Wiggins is a bit par- 
tial to Bagenbaggage, but my, until now, pri- 
vate preference of the Military Stock Farm’s 
sires is Boot to Boot. Admittedly he was slight- 
ly inferior to the son of the late *Under Fire as 
a race horse, but his individuality and bloodlines 
are in my humble estimation far superior to 
Bagenbaggage’s. Time will not be long in 
demonstrating whether or not I am correct in 
this premise. 

LONG comes an old-timer to halt me in these 

skirmishes with the Royal. Under one arm 
he carries a large book. “The American Turf,” 
it is entitled, and, says this genial old fellow, it 
is one of the few survivors of 6,000 copies pub- 
lished by the late August Belmont a quarter- 
century or more ago. This book is said to be 
“wanted” in many quarters where such volumes 
are valued highly. It would require a week to 
read such a gross affair. However, I did study 
the photographs of the favorite racers of those 
days of yore long and carefully. There were 
Lamplighter, Ben Brush, Hanover, *Rayon d’Or, 
Henry of Navarre and other such _ fellows, 
stripped and ready for the fray. 

Immediately there is a lively argument, for my 
observation was that I have seen more impressive 
looking beasts dragged to the glue works than 
are these idols of the racegoers of a generation 
or so back. I was greatly disappointed, having 
imagined that such grand performers as they un- 
doubtedly were as at least bearing a remote ap- 
pearance of being race horses. These sad looking 
creatures more resembled a kennel of starved 
po/nters than giants of the race course. 


Said I, “Mr. , I have often wished I 
might have a sight of some of the horses pictured 
here, but if these pictures be an earnest of how 
they appeared in their racing days, then I am 
convinced I have missed nothing of beauty in 
Thoroughbreds and have all these years been de- 
luded regarding their appearance, mostly through 
the glowing descriptions of them rendered by 
such scribes as love to prate about them.” For 
once, Mr. V. Sanders, I heartily agree with you, 
when you contend that if the champions of “them 
days’ were to hook up with the present-day 
greats they would be licked to a frazzle. No 
horses which have so much of their strength 
sapped through the “sweats” and rigid training 
methods of those olden, golden days could last 
with the Gallant Foxes, the Sun Beaus, the Equi- 
poises and the Jamestowns of today. 

Never again will I place any credulity in the 
tales of the old timers of the physical marvels 
they had in “them days.” Moreover, I could never 
bring myself to believe that the fagged, gaunt, 
distressed-looking horses I saw pictured, and my 
friend says right well, in that book could hold a 


Rose 


candle to our strong, healthy and vigorous racers 
of today. The training methods have certainly 
improved and so also has the breed, not in pro- 
duction of horses which can stand on their feet 
and gallop slowly all day, perhaps, but in a much 
more physically perfect, swifter and stouter ani- 
mal. Wonder how many heats those old scare- 
crows could have run had they been carried 
along at the pace of our mile, mile and one-half 
and two-mile races? Neither do I.

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WINTER RACING 


A WINTER OF IT. 

N the opening day at Agua Caliente the press 

was informed that the attendance was about 
10,000. The Home-Stretch (San Francisco) has 
just come to hand with a story by Joe Hernandez 
that 10,000 was a much too liberal estimate. “Ten 
thousand fans have not been seen at Agua Cali- 
ente since Victorian knocked off the cocoanuts in 
the big heat last March,” Mr. Hernandez writes. 
Race track scribes are almost as capabie as polit- 
ical writers when it comes to overestimating 
crowds. 3ut the crowds at winter race tracks 
this year are so small that, even after a deal of 
overestimating, they are still too smail to men- 
tion in the papers. Jefferson Park's meeting 
closed December 31 and the management re- 
ported that attendance was larger than usual, 
but betting fell off 20 per cent. The Fair Grounds 
Grounds reduced admission to $1 from $1.50, but 
succeeded only in reducing its gate revenue by 
about a third. Rumors came up from. the 
South last week that there was no prospect of 
the Havana-American Jockey Club having a 
profitable year, and that the Oriental Park meet- 
ing might not be finished. Such rumors are year- 
ly affairs, however. Apparently the winter 
tracks have settled down to grin and bear it, or 
at least, bear it. 

The New Year's Handicap at Havana was won 
by a Chile-bred mare, Night Tears, making her 
first start in North American racing. The Fair 
Grounds meeting opened January 1, and the New 
Year’s Handicap there was won by Playtime, a 
son of the dead My Play. A purse race of the 
same name at St. John’s Park was taken by 
Reveille Boy, last year’s American Derby winner. 
The value of the race to the winner was $680. 
Reveille Boy was held steady at 7-1 among the 
oralizers. In the certificate machines the odds 
against him were only 5 to 2. Agua Caliente’s 
first stakes race of the meeting was run Sunday, 
January 4. It was the Hollywood Handicap. 
Satin Spar’s victory was a surprise. 

The races at Agua Caliente are now all timed 
to the hundredth of a second by the Carpentier 
Automatic Chronograph. The fractions are pub- 
lished in hundredths, and the horsemen read them 
and figure up “how many fifths that would 
make.” 


FIRST 2-YEAR-OLD WINNERS OF 1931. 

Two races for 2-year-olds were run January 1, 
the day yearlings officially, but not actually, be- 
come 2-year-olds. Proteus, a bay colt by Infin- 
ite Our Option, by Von Tromp, won a three- 
furlongs sprint from nine other babies at the 
Fair Grounds. He was favorite in the betting, 
but Cloirado, a son of *Cloister from the Jones 
Stock Farm Stable, was a close second choice, 
They finished one-two. Proteus was bred by W. 
L. and L. H. Lewis and was sold in the Himyar 
Stud consignment at the E. J. Tranter sales at 
Lexington November 17. A. Pelleteri bid $1,800 
for him. He got $750 of the purchase price back 
in the colt’s. first start. 

Agua Caliente’s first 2-year-old winner was 
Meadow King, a brown gelding by Easter Bells 
Beck and Call, by Helmet, bred in California by 
John McKeon and owned by the Meadowbrook 
Stable. Easter Bells is a young stallion, bay, 
foaled in 1920, by Black Toney—Mission Bell, by 
*Peep o’ Day. Col. W. 8S. Dudley’s I Say, by *Dis 
Done——Aloft, by Peter Pan, was second in the 


two-furlong contest. The next day Little Cousin, 
a 2-year-old filly by Supremus—Little Niece, by 
Uncle, won a quarter-mile sprint. 

Havana's first 2-year-old race of the year was 
run January 2 and was for fillies. The winner 
was the Forest Cove Stable’s Butter Beans, by 
St. Henry—Ildicain, by *Vulcain. The Greentree 
Stable’s Bryonia, by *St. Germans—Briony, by 
Dominant, was second. Butter Beans was pur- 
chased out of the Audley Farm consignment at 
the Lexington fall yearling sales by J. M. Reed, 
her present trainer, for $275, and not for $25, as 
the press reported. 

A two-furlong test for 2-year-olds at St. 
John’s Park January 2 was won by Mrs. W. E. 
Martin's Craigeo, a bay gelding by *Craigan- 
gower— Falco, by *Light Brigade. Mr. Martin 
bought him out of Senator J. N. Camden’s con- 
signment at Saratoga last August for $200. 


PLAYTIME LONG-ODDS WINNER. 


Playtime, owned by the Southland Stable 
(Charles Bacharach) and ridden by R. Finnerty, 
took advantage of early crowding behind him in 
the fourteenth running of the New Year’s Handi- 
cap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 
miles, Fair Grounds, January 1) and won by half 
a length from George Collins’ Thistle Ann 
(1031.). Playtime’s weight was 103 pounds, the 
odds against him $21.20 to $1. Thistle Ann was 
another longshot, and so was N. N. Mooney’s 
Omareen (106), which finished third. Phil Reu- 
ter’s *Galahad (117, top weight) was fourth. 
Others in the field were Rocket Glare (101), 
Voltear (111), Cog-Air (110), Dark Abbot (102), 
Dixie Lad (106), Royal Son (109), Ima Dreamer 
(102), Thistle Fyrn (103), Dinah Did Upset 
(112). Time, :23 3-5, :47 4-5, 1:13 1-5, 1:39 3-5, 
1:46 1-5, track fast.

THREE RACERS LOST IN FIRE. 


A dozen Thoroughbreds were saved and three 
were burned to death in a fire which destroyed 
a stable at the Fair Grounds early Saturday 
morning, January 3. Rusticate and Little Min- 
ister, owned by W. E. Scott, and the Audley 
Farm’s Ballot On were the racers which lost 
their lives. A stable pony belonging to C. M. 
Weaver was also lost. 

W. H. Fizer was the trainer of the three run- 
ners which perished and of seven of those which 
were saved. Three of the latter were owned by 
Mr. Weaver, but while the fire was in progress 
he decided to get rid of them immediately. Be- 
fore the ashes were cold he sold Jimmy Moran 
and All Hail to Mose Gildblatt at low prices and 
later sold Tin Hat to Percy Ott. The origin 
of the fire was not determined. There was no 
insurance on the horses. 

Rusticate was a 5-year-old chestnut gelding 
by *Mackenzie II—Rusila, by Puryear D. Little 
Minister was a chestnut gelding, 5, by Rockmin- 
ister—Madge Wildfire, by Bourbon Beau. Ballot 
On was a chestnut gelding, 3, by Ballot—Fleuron 
II, by Transvaal. 


PAUL NEAL RIDES AGAIN. 


An unannounced absence from the track on a 
day when he had engagements to ride at Lincoln 
Fields last summer caused Jockey Paul Neal to 
be set down for 30 days (THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 
40, page 1165). A few days after he resumed 
riding, at Latonia, the stewards found him guilty 
of seizing the equipment of Cousin Jo in the 
Fort Thomas Handicap, in which he had the 
mount on Martha Jones. That was November 


1 (THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 45, page 1321). His sus- 
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pension was for 60 days. January 1 he began 
riding again, piloting Coby home in last place 
in the last race at the Fair Grounds. Neal was 
a star of the 1928 season. 


TAPLIN FRACTURED AGAIN. 

Eddie Taplin is reputed to have had about 40 
accidents during his long career as a rider, but 
he refused to quit, despite accidents and age. 
He recently snapped a knee while breaking year- 
lings for Elmer O’Connell at Ventura, Cal. The 
injury may be sufficient to force his retirement. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AMONG SPRINTERS. 

In the winter of 1928-29 Col. E. R. Bradley 
made it a rule at the Fair Grounds track that 
no claiming races for horses 3-years-old and up 
should be scheduled at distances less than a mile. 
Horsemen submitted. This season the rule 
pinches a little harder than usual. Some of “the 
boys” need that purse money their sprinters 
could win. The consequence is that horsemen 
and correspondents are pointing out to the Fair 
Grounds management the fact that some of the 
best races of the Jefferson Park meeting were 
run at six furlongs. At St. John’s Park Racing 
Secretary H. D. Monroe has discovered horse- 
men will not enter enough horses to fill the 
longer races as long as there are six-furlong 
races booked.

BOAT RACING AT ST. JOHN’S PARK. 

The fourth race at St. John’s Park Monday, 
December 29, had all the earmarks of shenani- 
gans. Every horse in the race, with two excep- 


tions, “went up in the betting.’’ The two ex- 
ceptions were Prince Tokalon and Bounding 
Deep, which finished first and second. Prince 
Tokalon opened at 8 to 5 and closed at 4 to 5. 
Bounding Deep opened at 8 to 1 and closed at 
7 to 1. Wave Top was among the horses whose 
prices receded. He went from to 1 up to 7 to 2. 
He received an amazingly bad ride. So did 
Griffin, which finished third. The stewards 
couldn’t stand for such brazen work. They sus- 
pended D. Bryant, who rode Wave Top; F. 
Weiner, on Scarlet Brigade; and C. Eames, on 
Griffin. Trainers of these three horses were 
questioned. No further action has been an- 
nounced. 


GREENTREE SHOPS FOR JOCKEY.. 


While Edward Haughton negotiated with Mrs. 
Marion Allen, of Oklahoma, for the contract of 
Apprentice H. R. Riley, the rider left New 
Orleans to report to the Greentree Stable at 
Miami. The Greentree Stable, through Trainer 
Haughton, is reported to have offered two 
horses and some cash for the contract, but no 
agreement has been reached. Riley, an Okla- 
homa lad, led all American jockeys in 1930. 


MARYLAND 


REASON FOR REDUCING STAKES. 


HE total “handle” of pari-mutuel machines on 

the major tracks in Maryland in 1930 was 
$47,754,547. The average was about $519,000 
for each of the 92 days of racing. Of this amount, 
$663,228 is paid to the State as a tax. The State 
also receives a daily tax of $6,000 for 92 days, 
totaling $552,000. 

The “handle” for the year was about $6,865,- 
000 less than in 1929. Pimlico’s decrease from 
1929 was $2,793,950. This meant a cut of about 
$180,000 in the revenue of the Maryland Jockey 
Club. Havre de Grace mutuels took in wagers 
that totaled $352,231 less than in 1929. Laurel’s 
decrease was $1,609,266, Bowie's $1,909,744. The 
Maryland Racing Commission’s annual report 
provided the figures. 

Pimlico has already announced a cut of $29,- 
500 in its stakes values for 1931. Other Mary- 
land courses, in view of the above mentioned 
facts, are expected to make similar retrench- 
ments. 


FAIRMOUNT’S TENTATIVE DATES. 


ENTATIVE dates for the spring at Fairmount 

Park, Collinsville, Ill., were announced last 
week by General Manager Robert S. Eddy, Jr., 
at New Orleans. His present plans are to open 
the 31-day meeting on Saturday, May 30, and 
close it Saturday, July 4. The dates for the 
fall meeting of 19 days were not indicated. 


MINOR CIRCUIT IN ILLINOIS. 


R. Levine, manager of the Mid-West Jockey 
Club, announced last week that he intended to 
promote a 120-day season of racing on minor 
Illinois tracks in 1931. Three of the meetings 
will be held at Danville, Rockford and Peoria. 
Other sites are to be chosen, he said. Purses 
are to range upward from $400. There wili be 
seven races daily. Pari-mutuels will be used.

THOROUGHBREDS FOR MEXICAN ARMY. 

COLONEL from the Mexican army spent a 

few hours’ bargaining with Lexington 
horsemen last week and returned to Mexico with 
10 horses which will be used by himself and 
other army officers at Guadalajara. The pur- 
chases are all geldings, each about 16 hands in 
height, and most of them picked with a view to 
racing as well as for their potentialities in army 
service. 

The purchases were made by Col. M. G. Barra- 
gan, of Guadalajara, a young officer who proved 
to Kentuckians that he is an excellent judge of 
horseflesh. He was accompanied by M. L. Rochin, 
of Nogales, Ariz., his interpreter. The horses 
purchased, all Thoroughbreds but one, were:

The horses were shipped Friday, January 2, by 
express from Lexington to Guadalajara. Colonel 
Barragan and Senor Rochin accompanied them. 

Colonel Barragan asked his interpreter to say 
to a representative of THE BLOOD-HORSE that he 
was thoroughly satisfied with the results of his 
trip to Kentucky, that he had obtained just such 
horses as he came for, and that he had never 
received more courteous treatment. The Thor- 
oughbreds he is taking back will be the personal 
property of army officers, and as such will be 
prepared for contests of speed in which they 
will compete for liberal prizes offered by Gen. 
Joaquin Amaro, minister of war. The chief race 
of the army series of contests will be held May 
5 at Jalisco, and it is likely that the winner of 
this race will be among the starters in the 
Mexican “Derby,” open to all comers between 
the ages of three and five inclusive, to be run at 
Mexico City, November 20. 

General Amaro is especially active in his ef- 
forts to establish remount sources for the 
Mexican army. He himself recently established 
a great ranch at Santa Barbara, Mexico, where 
many Thoroughbred mares and stallions, mostly 
imported from France and England, are now 
kept.

VAN DUSEN TO TRAIN DIXIANA HORSES. 


Horses belonging to Charles T. Fisher, of De- 
troit, and racing in the name of his Kentucky 
breeding establishment, Dixiana, which is one of 
the important Thoroughbred nurseries near Lex- 
ington, will be trained by Clyde Van Dusen, who 
succeeds Preston M. Burch. The change in train- 
ers has come about through Mr. Fisher’s desire 
to have the horses campaign at Kentucky and 
Illinois tracks. Mr. Burch remains in the East. 
Mr. Van Dusen’s activities have been confined to 
the Middle West and the South, and he is well 
known as a thorough horseman and a capable 
trainer. The Dixiana horses will be trained at 


the Kentucky Association track and at the farm 
this spring. Before the summer is over, Mr. 
Fisher expects to have a training barn erected at 
Dixiana where already there has been built an 
excellent mile track. 

Mr. Van Dusen will have 20 head of the Dixi- 
ana horses in the string and four, the property of 
Herbert P. Gardner, whose horses he has trained 
for several years. The Gardner quartet will be 
Clude Van Dusen (winner of the Kentucky Der- 
by), Betty Derr, Ada Epinard and a 2-year-old 
by American Flag.
